JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 3.—A relief train 
from Pittsburg over the Baitimore and Ohio 
reached here at two o’clock this morning, 
after an exciting ride up the mountain, All 
along the road at each town 
were made to the already well filled cars of 
provisions. McKeesport added two to the 
three laden from Pittsburg; two more were 
added at Braddock; three at West Newton 
and so onall the way to Johnstown, until 
when the latter was reached the train had ten 
loaded cars. 

When Johnstown was reached everyone was 
anxious to get to work to assist in the work of 
rescue. A party was made up and started, 
for the lower part of the tow path was covered 
with trees, rocks, fences, parts of houses and 
every imaginable thing. sureaus, beds, side- 
boards and furniture of all kinds were strewn 
from hill to hill.

The workof identiiication of 
the dead goes on very slowly, and compara- 
tively few so far have been identitied. Among 
those who were identified today were Muns 
Wolf and wife, Mr. Goedbet, a merchant on 
Main street, whose body was sent to Balti- 
more, accompanied by his daughter, Mrs. J.

We are now so 
organized that employment can be found for eyery 
man wie vents to work, and men offered work, 
who reluse to take the same, and who are able to 
work, must leave Johstown for the present. We 
can't aflord to feed those who will not work. All 
the work will be paid tor. Strangers and idlers 
who re‘use to work will be ejcetei from Johns- 
town.

A DRY RESERV OLK. 


A Visit to the Broken Dam—A Description of 
the Rupture. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 3.—Several Pitts- 
burgers, relatives of South Fork fishing club, 
which owned the reservoir that caused the 
disaster, made their way with extreme diffi- 
culty to the reservoir, and have just returned 
here. One of these, Harry Singer, tells the 
following story: The lake is completely dried 
out. The dam broke in the center at 3 o’clock 
B ‘riday afternoon, and at 4o0’clock it was dry. 

‘hat great body of water passed out in one 
hour. Messrs. Park & Van Buren, who were 
building new draining system at the lake, 
tried to avert the disaster by digging a s!uice- 
way on oue side to ease the pressure on 
the dam. They had about forty 
inen at work and did all 
they could without avail. The water passed 
over the dam Jabout a foot above its top, be- 
ginning at about half-past 2 o’clock. What- 
ever happened in the way of a cloudburst took 
place during Thursday night. There had been 
but little rain up to dark. When the work- 
men woke Friday morning the lake was very 
full, and rising at the rate of afootan hour. 
It kept on rising until 2 o’clock, when it first 
began breaking over the dam, and undermin- 
ing it. Men were sent three or four times 
during the day to warn the people below of 
danger 

Whenthe final break came, at 3 o'clock, 
there was a sound like tremendous and contin- 
ued peals of thunder. Trees, rocks and earth 
were

who escaped said the water did not come down 
like a wave, but jumped on his house and beat 
it to fragments in an instant.

The tents where people are housed who 
cannot get other shelter were cold and cheer- 
ess. The town seemed like a great tomb. 
The people of Johnstown have supped so full 
of horrors that they go about in a sort of daze, 
and only half conscious of their griefs. Every 
hour, as one goes through the streets, he hears 
neighbors greet each other, and inquiring, 
without show of feeling, how many each had 
lost in his family, Today I heard a gray- 
haired man hail another across the street with 
these remarks: 

**I lost five 

“Tam worse off than that,’ 
old gentleman. “I have only 
left. Seven of us are gone.” 

And so they passed on without apparent ox- 
eitement. They and everyone else had heard 
so much of these melancholy conversations, 
that somehow the calamity had lost its signifi- 
cance tothem, They treat it exactly as if the 
dead persons had gone away, and were com- 
ing back in a week. 

The melancholv task of searching the ruins 
for more bodies went on today im the rain. 
There were little crowds of

around each knot of working men, but they 
were not residents of Johnstown. Ali their 
curiosity in that direction was satiated long 
ago. Even those who came in from the neigh- 
boring towns with the idea of a day’s strange 
and ghastly experience, did not care to be 
near, after they had seen one body exhumed. 
There were hundreds and thousands of these 
visitors from the country today. The effect 
of the dreadful things they saw and heard was 
to drive a lot of them to drink. By 
noon the streets were beginning to be full 
of boisterous amd noisy country men, who were 
trying to conteract the strain on theirnervy 6s 
with unnatural excitement. The police, fore- 
seeing the unseemly sights that were likely to 
disgrace the streets, drove out and kept out all 
visitors who had not some good reason for their 
presence. After that, and farinto the evening, 
all the country roads were filled with drunken 
stragglers, who were trying to forget what they 
had seen. 

One thing that makes the work of searching 
for the bodies very slow is the strange way that 
great masses .of objects were rolled into in- 
tricate masses of rubbish. As the flood came 
down the valley of South Fork it obliterated 
the suburb of Woodvale, where

noratrace of one. The material they had 
contained roiled on down the valley over and 
over, grinding it up to pulp, and finally 
leaving it against an unusually tirm founda- 
tion oran eddy. The masses contain human 
bodies, butit is slow work to peck them to 
pieces. Inside of one of them today I saw the 
remnants of acarriage, the body of a harnessed 
horse, a baby cradle and a doll, atressofa 
woman’s hair, a rocking horse and a piece of 
beefsteak still hanging to the hook. 

THE TOWN WELL PATROLLED. 

The city is now very much better patrolled 
than it has been at any time since the flood 
occurred. Many members of the police force 
of Pittsburg came on and offered their services. 
One of them showed his spirit during 
the first hour by Striking a man 
whom he saw opening a trunk among 
the rubbish, a tremendous blow over the head 
which knocked him senseless. Several big 
trunks and safes lie in full sight on the deso- 
late plain in the lower part of town, but none 
dared to touch them after that,

Not Enough Living to Bury the Dead—The 
Hungarlan’s Crime. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 3.—Kernville is ina 
deplorable condition. The living are unable 
to take care of the dead. A majority of the 
inhabitants of the town were drowned. A 
building of boards has been erected on the only 
street remaining in Cambria. This is head- 
quarters for the committee that controls the 
dead. As quickly as the dead are brought 
here they are placed in boxes and then taken 
to thecemetery and buried. A supply store 
has been opened in town. A milk man, who 
was overcharging for milk this morning, nar- 
rowly escaped lynching. An infuriated man 
appropriated all his milk and distributed it 
among the poorand then drove him out of 
town. 

3 THE INHUMAM WRETCH, 

The body of the Hungarian who was lynched 
in an orchard last night was removed by his 
friends. The inhuman monster had cut off 
four fingers of the right hand of a woman. 
He was noticed before he escaped, and dropped 
the fingers into his pocket, where they were 
found when he was captured. Theact mad- 
dened the meu, and they took him to an or- 
chard on the hillside and hung him. About 
one hundred and fifty houses are standing 
where once there stood a thousand. None of 
the large buildings in what was once a thriy- 
ing little borough, escaped. A thousand at 
least is the number of lives lost. 
through town revealed a desolate 
sight. Only about twenty-five able 
bodied men have survived and aré able to ren- 
derany assistance. A man is nowin the 
temporary jail, in what is leftof Jolnstown. 
He was caught stealing a gold watch. A shot 
was firedathim, but he was not wounded, 
The only thing that saved him from lynching 
was the sinallness of the crowd. His sentence 
will be the heaviest that can be given him. 

Services in the chapel from which the bod- 
ies were buried consisted merely of prayer by 
one of the survivors. No minister was pres- 
ent. Each coffin had a fdescriptive card on it, 
and on the graves a similar card was placed so 
that the bodies can be removed later by 
friends.

THE SUFFERERS OF THE FLOODED 
DISTRICT NEED CLOTHING. 


AN APPEAL FROM GOVERNOR BEAVER. 


me 


On Behalf of the People Who Have Lost 
Everything By the Waters—The 
Governor's Gratitude, 


ITarrissura, Pa., June 3.—Late tonieht 
Governor Beaver issued a strong appeal for 

aid. It is addressed to the people of the United 
States, and is as follows: 

The executive of the commonwealth of Pennsyls 
Vania has refrained hitherto from making an appeal 
to the people for their benefit in order that he mi: oht 
receive definite and reliable information from the 
centers of disaster during the late foods which have 
been unprecedented in the history of the nation, 

Communication by wire has been established 
with Johstown today. The civil authorities are in 
control, the adjutant general of state co-operating 
with them. Order has been restored, and is likely 
to continue, Newspaper reports as to the loss of 
life and property have not been exaggerated. The 
Valley of Conemaugh, which is peculiar, has beea 
swept from one end to the other as with destruc 
tion. It contained a population of 40,000 to %,00 
people, living for the most part, along the banks of 
the small river, confined within narrow limits. The 
most conservative estimates place the lossof life at 
about ten thousands human beings and of property 
at $25,000,000, Whole towns have been utterly dew 
stroyed; not a vestige remains, In the more sube 
Stautial towns the better buildings to a certain ex- 
tent remain, but ina damaged condition. Those 
who ere least able to bear it bave suffered the loss of 
everything. The most pressing needs so far as 
food is concerned, have been supplied. Shoes and 
clothing ofall sorts for men, women and childrom 
are greatly needed. Money is also urgently re- 
quire ito remove the debris, bury dead, provide 
temporarily for the widows aud orphans and for 
the homeless generally. Other localities have suf- 
fered to some extent in the same way, but in a less 
degree. 

The reports indicate there fs a great loss of life 
and destruction of property on the weet bank of the 
Susquehanna and in localities from which we can 
get no definite information. What does come, how- 
ever, is of the most appalling character and it is 
expected the details will add new horrors to the 
situation. The responses from within and without 
the state bave been most generous aud cheering. 
North, south, east and west from the United States 
and from England that comes the same hearty, geau- 
erous response Of sympathy and help. Tue presig 
dent, governors of states, mayors of 
cities, individuals, and communities, private 
and municpal corporations seem to vie with each 
other iu (heir expressions of s) mpathy and in thelp 
contributions of substantial aid. 

But, gratifying as their responses are, there is no 
danger of their exceeding the necessities of the sit- 
uation. A careful organization has been made upon 
the ground for the distribution of whatever assist- 
ance is furnished in kind. The adjutant-general of 
staie is there as representative of the state authori- 
ties, and is giving personal attention in connection 
with Chief Burgess, of Johnstown, and a committee 
of relief to distribute what Is furnished, 
Funds contributed in aid of the sutlerers 
can be deposited with Drexel & Co., VPhiladolphia; 
Jacob E, Bomberger, banker, Harrisburg, or Willlans 
R. Thompson & Co., bankers, pittebarg. Al money 
contributed wil be used carefully and judiciously 
untilthe present wants are fairly met. A large 
force will be employed ai once to remove the debris 
and bury the dead, so asto avold disease and epi 
demtfc. The people of the commonuweaith and 
others whose unselfish generosily is 
hereby appreciated, and acknowledged, may be ass 
sured that their contributions will be faithfully 
husbanded and judiciously expended and e or 
effort possible will be made to bring them to th 
immediate and direct relief of those whose be to 
it is intended.

Liberal Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA, June 3.—In pursuance of a 
call, issued by the Citizens’ Permanent Kelicf 
association, a largely attende d meeting of citi- 
zens was held at the mayor’s ofiice today for 
the consideration of measures for the relief of 
the Johnstown sufferers. Generous contribu. 
tions were announced. A committee was ap- 
pointed to select sub-committees from the 
various trades to solicit subscriptions; a com- 
mittee was appointed to visit Johnstown and 
report, and other measures were adopted look- 
ing tothe furtherance of the object in view. 
Drexel & Co. were chosen as treasurers of the 
fund. Thetirm of Drexel & Co. started the 
fand with a contribution of $10,000. Several 
subscriptions of $5,000 each were 
announced. and late this afternoon 
the fund had reached a total of 
$45,000. Many subscriptions were also sent 
direct to Drexel & Co.’s banking house, in- 
cluding $10,000 from the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad company; 35,000 from the 
Philadelphia beer brewers; $5,000 from the 
Baldwin Locomotive works, and other large 
individual contributions. Upto this evening, 
direct subscriptions to Drexel & Co. amounted 
to $103,705, making the total of the two funds 
of over $148,000. This is exclusive of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company’s subscription 
of $25,000 and that of the Cambria Iron com- 
pany of $20,000, which amount will be dig- 
pensed at Johnstown and vicinity by officials 
of those corporations.

Von Bebber, in his work on 
‘‘The Influence of Forest Growth on Cli- 
mate, ‘*The old experience that the 
destruction of 
extremes, and more especially enhances the 
danger of floods, has not thus far been con- 
tradicted. Nay, it receives calamitous con- 
firmation in the which, in the 
South Tyrol, for example, recur so fre- 
quently, and which it is vainly sought to 
prevent by artificial works,” 

We are energetically setting in motion 
the very machinery that must necessarily 
increase the area and the destructive power 
of these tremendous floods, 

Warnings we have had In abundance, but 
wetake nothought of the morrow. We 
read of lialf a million lives lost by the over- 
fiow of Yellow river in China, and 
when the comforting thought occurs to us 
that it ison the other side of the world. 
We hear of the cloud-burst in the south of 
France after that region was stripped of its 
timber—cloud-bursts which turn cow-paths 
jnto raging torrentsand sweep away houses, 
cattle, and human beings. but all this, we 
say, is in France. The awful warning 
comes nearer, and in a deadlier shape, from 
time to time, have its breathless 
culmination and climax at Johnstown. 

The thoughtful observer who has watched 
events, studied their and 
into the future, can come to 
but one conclusion. A century hence Mac- 
aulay’s New Zealander may not be here to 
shake his wooly head over our ruins, but 
the scientific and prog American of 
that day will have many 
of history to relate.

There are two good ways of purifying 
water. Oneisto filter it, and the other is 
to boil it. Filters may be had in almost 
every shape, from the simplest and most 
inexpensive up to the most complex and 
costly. People who cannot afford the 
filters of porcelain and baked clay, shoul§ 
make a bag of several layers of tlannel and 
fill it with charcoal. These cheap filters 
will answer every purpose. 

If we would boil our drinking water for 
thirty minutes all the bacteria would be 
killed. The Chinese do this, and rarely 
suffer from typhoid and other communi- 
cablefevers. This method is better than 
filt ring.

There is reason to believe that if Atlanta 
will do one third as well as Macon has done in 
this matter, Pacetti will once more walk forth 
a free man.

The Fulten Electric Street Car Company to 
Begin Work at Once—The Governor's 
Horse Guard Tilt~Mr. Warner Jones's 
Remaines—The Death of an Estimable 


Old Lady. 
* Atlanta is to have another electric railway, 
and work will be commenced on it at once. 
Surveyors have already been ordered on the 
route. 

A month or so ago negotiations between the 
Thomson-Houston Electric Light company 
and anumber of Atlanta gentlemen resulted 
in a proposition from the Thomson-Houston 
peopie to the effect that if the Atianta gen- 
tlemen subscribed 250,000 and closed the sub- 
scriptions with notes, the electrie light com- 
pany would build the railway upon an agreed 
route to the exposition and return, with a 
branch to Edgewood, and would put it In 
running order before calling for a dollar of the 
subscriptions. 

Upon this Mr. John R. Gramling, Mr. A. 
M. Reinhardtand Mr. W. A. Osborn raised the 
$50,000 of subseriptions and closed them up 
with good notes payable on the completion of 
the railway. 

After further negotiation as to details, the 
Atlanta gentlemen made tothe electric light 
people a proposition, which was accepted by 
the Thomson-Houston people the latter part 
of last week. 

The subscribers inet and organized the Ful- 
ton County Street Railway company by 
electing Mr. L, J. Hill president and Colonel 
W. 8S. Thomson secretary. 

The stockholders increased the capital stock 
from $50,000 to $100,000, and opened the books 
for further subscriptions. Upon these addi- 
tional subscriptions the return route to Mari- 
etta street will largely depend. 

The main line, which will be completed in 
time for tiie exposition, begins at Marietta 
street, running on North Broad to Peachtree, 
Peachtree to Houston, Houston to Hilliard, 
ililliard to Highland avenue, Highland ave- 
nue to the Boulevard, out the Boulevard by 
way of Virginiaavenue to tre exposition, re- 
turning over the Boulevard to Jackson street, 
on Jackson to Pine, Pme to Courtland avenue, 
Courtland avenue to Cox, and through Cox to 
West Peachtree, West Peachtree to Harris, 
Harris to Spring and Spring to Marietta. The 
other route is to come back by Courtland 
avenue to Houston, Peachtree and Broad to 
Marietta, the extension to West Peachtree and 
Spring street depending on subscriptions in 
that vicinity.
